PRIMARY ELECTION JUDGES. 
In less than thirty days the voters 


of Illinois will hold their first pri- 
mary under a law or an act of th« 
legislature. This law which attempts 
to throw the same safeguards about 
the voting that we have at the gener- 
al election has become a matter of In- 
terest to the voters and also to the 
judges who preside at the polls. Tne 
central committee of each party haa 
done the work the law requires of it. 
The next step is for the voters of each 
party to prepare for the primary by 
forming such delegate tickets as they 
desire to be /oted at the. primary. 
Every party in every precinct 
must 


have at least one set of delegates for 
the county convention and also a set 
of delegates for the state, congressional 
and senatorial conventions which has 
been explained by the Herald. A pri- 
mary will be useless without delegates 
because the law provides that the vote 
cast by the \oters of any party for a 
candidate can only be expressed In 
convention by the delegates elected. 


The official ballot, which Is gotten 


out by the county clerk, w'll contain 
the names of aJl candidates Cor United 
States senator, stat»! offices, congres- 
sional, general sssembly and county of- 
fice by different parties. Thus there 
will be a democratic official ballot 
printed on wh'te paper and a republi- 
can official bBllot printed on yellow 
paper and so on for all parties. This 
ballot cannot he used outside of Oie 
polling place, but after being prepared 
is distributed to the Judges of each 
precinct—counted out to them. These 
judges must account for every ballot 
given him by the clerk, either as hav- 
ing- been voted, as shown by the re- 
turns, damaged or spoiled or not vot- 
ed. The official ballot will be printed 
with a square in front of the name of 
each candidate 
In voting, the voter 


places a cros« mark in the square 'of 
each candidate he votes for. The bal- 
lot contains no circle at i*ie lop. 


The delegate ballots of each party 


must be- prmtel on trie same colored 
paper that the official ballot it print- 
ed on. Thus: The requblican yellow 
and democrat white. 
They must be 


10J by 7 Inches. These ballots are, as 
before stated, gotten out by the voters 
at private expense. They can be cir- 
culated outsldi the polls but a voter 
can get them from the Judges. They 
are voted In the same box at 
the 


same time l.he official ballot ia voted, 
and are canvassed, tabulated, and re- 
turned just as official ballot vote is 
counted and- returned^' 


The iudjies and clerks at tbe ori- 


rnarle* are- the same, as the Judgea at 
the general election and their g«n*ral 
duties are the same. They receipt to 
the county clerk for all official ballots 
turned over to them; they must keep 
a poll book ana record the name and 
residence of each person who vctes 
and certify to their correctness after 
tie polls close; they must admit 10 
the polling- place one challenger for 
each delegate ticket; they must not 
permit persons to vote who are not 
legally qualified voters and must re- 
spect all challenges by the challengers; 
they must not permit any one to vote 
who'has slgnel the petition cf a can- 
didate belonging to a party with which 
he does not affiliate; they musi re- 
quire every voter before giving him an 
official ballot to state his party affil- 
iation and then give him the ballot 
of the party to which he belongs; but 
m case the voter is challenged 
the 


ballot must be withheld until the vot- 
er qualifies as In the case of a gener- 
al election except that he must swear, 
to hla party affiliation in the quali- 
fying affidavit. 
One of the Judges 


must put his initials on the ballots be- 
fore they are deposited 
in the box. 


They must proclaim the opening and 
closing of the- polls and the half 
hour 


before the closing. After the polls are 
closed the Judges most first separate 
the official ballots from, the delegate 
ballots; then ascertain whether 
the 


total number of ballots of each party 
corresponds wllh the number of names 
on the poll books and 
In case 
the 


number of ballots exceeds the number 
of names, of 'any party, on the poll 
book, a number of ballots sufficient 
to reduce the total to the 
total of 


names must be withdrawn. This ap- 
plies to delegate ballots as well as of- 
ficial ballots. 


The judges must then arrange I ho 


ballots both official and delegate bal- 
lots of each political party In separate 
piles. 
They then 
proceed 
to unfold 


and count and tally the vote, count- 
ingthe official ballots first. The bal- 
lots to be treated and returned with 
poll books and tally sheets 
to 
the 


county clerk within forty-eight hours 
after the vote in each precinct has 
been canvassed. 


The county clerk Is required from 


the returns made by the judges to add 
together the votes for delegates In each 
precinct embraced in any delegate dis- 
trict and issue certificates to the del- 
egates elected tc any convention. That 
official and tha county Judge must can- 
vass all the returns and make sepa- 
rate tabulated statements for each po- 
litical party, showing the total vote 
In each precinct and make return of 
the vote cast for United States cenator 
to the secretary of state. AJl officials 
connected with the primary election 
and making returns, as well as the vot- 
er, are subject to the same penalties 
as are provided in the general elec- 
tion law.

has been so 


ntimately connected with the develop- 
nent of the state of Illinois that the 
iffalrs of the railroad are always a 
ource of Interest to the people of the 
tate, alwaja because of the revenue 
\hich the state derives from 
tnat 


ource and 
now especially because 


here baa arisen contioversy as to the 
lability of the railroad company to 
he state for even a larger share of 
he company's earnings. 


A writer on the subject says. 
"Having thus outlined and briefly 


racfd the state's attempt at public 
iwnershlp and its significant failure 
herein, we will next examine its one 
enterprise which attained at any time 
'\en partial success, the 'Illinois and 
Michigan canal,' and by contrast show 
he final realization of its early dream 
if a 'Central railroad,' aa wrought out 
Dy private capital and private ow ner- 
,hfp, under the charter of the Illinois 
,'entral Raihoad company. 


"The Illinois and Michigan canal Is

with authoiity to build and operate 
tlie canal 
The company did noth- 


ng and Its charter Tas repealed in

"The state then petitioned congress

'i cost $600,000. 
By an act of 


congris.!,, approved March 2, 1S27, there 
was granted to the state of Illinois, 
to aid In opening the canal a quantity 
of the public lands equal to one-half 
of five Bactlons In width on each side 
ut the canal, alternate sections being 
reserved to the 1'nited States for the 
full length of the can.il.

report for the year 1904 the following

"This Is for fifty-five years, or $33,- 


320 per annum, which Is but little 
more than one-half of 1 per cent, per

"This showa then, that for the last 


twenty-eight yeais the taxpayers have 
annually contributed $365,066 for the 
privilege of. operating the Illinois nnd 
Michigan canal.

"On Sept. 20, 1850, the 
state of 


Illinois then being, and having been 
for vears In default of the payment 
of interest on Its pub' to debt, Congress 
passed an 'act granting the light Of 
wav, and making a grant of Und In 
the states of Illinois, Mississippi an'l 
Alabama, 
In aid of the construction 


of a railroad fioin Chicago to Mobile, 
and the state of Illinois, having ac- 
cepted ths grant, the legislature on 
Feb. 10, 1851, passed an act to In- 
corporate the Illinois Central Railroad 
company, which act begins with a pre- 
amble 
reading: 
'Whereas, 
in 
the 


judgment of this General Assembly, 
the object of incorporating the Central 
Railsoad company cannot be attained 
under general laws, etc ' This, taken 
In connection with the legislation of 
the time, prompted by the insolvency 
of the state, caused the legislature to 
turn the grant of Uiids made by con- 
gress iu aid of constructing the rail- 
road over to a private corporation. 


"Undei the legislative act of Feb. 


10, 1851, IncDrpoiating 
the 
Illinois 


Central Railroad company, the state 
reserved to Itself, in lieu of taxes upon 
the 705.5 miles of road to be built 
thereunder, 7 percent of the gross re- 
ceipts of said railroad from all sources. 
At that time the taxes paid by the 
railroads In Illinois 
was 
very low, 


amounting to less than 1 per cent. 
of their gross receipts. 


"The reports of the railroad and 


warehouse commission for the year 
1904 shows that 
the 
gross 
receipts 


from all railroads in the state of Illi- 
nois, excluding the 705 6 miles built 
under the Illinois 
Central 
charter, 


aho\e referred to, amounted to $117,- 
684,080, and that such railroads to- 
gether paid as taxes $3,649,576, 
be- 


ing but 3.1 per cent, upon their gross 
receipts. 


"The repoit of -the Chicago board 


of trade for 1904, at page 164, shows 
that from 1855 to 1904 the amount paid 
by the Illinois Central Into the treas- 
ury, In accordance with the provisions 
of Its charter, was 522,730,529.86. 
De- 


ducting therefrom 3 1 per cent, upon 
$16,179,598.09, which as stated in said 
official report, were In that jear the 
gross receipts of the 705.5 miles of 
railway built under the- Illinois Cential 
charter, 
there remained as a clear 


profit to the state in that single year. 
over and above what 
the 
ordinary 


taxes for the same year would have 
amounted to the sum of $592,004.32. 
- "The act of congress in I860, grant- 
Ing lands to the state of Illinois to aid 
In the construction of the Illinois Cen- 
tral, conveyed to the state, In trust, 
certain alternate sections of land, and 
that same act doubled the price of the 
odd numbered sections retained by the 
general government. The construction 
of the railroad readily started the sale 
of these lands at still higher prices 
so that the grant really cost the gov- 
ernment nothing, while on the other 
band It secured the building of the 
Illinois Centra! railroad and the rapid 
development of the country traversed 
thereby. 


"The state granted to the railroad 


the lands It had received from the 
general government in trust for that 
spciflc purpose, and in so doing re- 
served to Itself, In lieu of taxes, 7 per 
cent, of the gtoes receipts of said rail- 
road, which sum annually has far ex- 
ceede,! the amount of taxes paid by 
any other road in the slate as shown 
abo\ e. 


'It was mainly through the etforts of 


Stephen A. Douglas that the federal 
congress passed thq, act of 1860 grant- 
ing the right of way through the pub- 
lic lands and privldlng that the road 
should extend from the western ter- 
minus of the Illinois and Michigan 
canal, southward through the heait 
of the state to the Ohio river, 
with 


a 
branch to Chicago and 
another 


branch 
to 
Galena. 
The act which 


granted these lands, designated 
by 


even numbered sections for Blx sec- 
tions In width on each side 
of 
the 


mat line and Us two branches, also 
required the completion of the road 
within ten years from the passage of 
the act. The first 7 per cent, payment 
of the gress earnings of- the main 
line was to be paid Into the state 
treasury within four years from the 
passage of the act by the legislature; 
payment was to begin within six years 
on 'he branches, and earlier If coni- 
ple.ed before that time. 


"The attention of the public Is cull- 


ed to the following 
by the company's records at Chicago 
and" by the state's records at Spi ing- 
field:

For the six months ending Dec. 


1, 1905, the state's portion of the gross 
earnings of the Illinois Central rail- 
road amounted to $550,775, and for tne 
year ending on that date the state" re- 
ceived $1,085,233.17.

The above, together with pay- 


ments previously-made, give an aggre- 
gate of $23,816,762.70 paid by the Illi- 
nois Central into the treasury of the 
state of Illinois. 


These payments made by the road 


to the state are 
Increasing 
rapidly 


year by year, as the business of the 
road Increases. This constant stream 
of ready cash Into the treasury has 
kept the state free from debt; it has 
lightened the taxes. 
Again, 
during 


the time that the Central has been In 
operation 
It has 
expended 
millions 


upon millions of dollars 
within 
the 


state. Thousands of our citizens have 
found employment, aad the vast re- 
sources of soil and mine have been 
developed, until tocay, Illinois takes 
rank amoiyj tho first state 
of 
the 


American Union. 


"The 
Illinois Central 
management 


ha« taken well Into consideration the 
interests of the employes. It has made 
a. provision 
w hereby they may pur- 


chase the campany's stock, and thns 
share in the prosperity 
of the road. 


During the year 1901 the company in- 
augurated a pension system, where- 
by a monthly -allowance in cash Is 
made to old employes who retire from 
service at a designated age. 


"The writer has no personal interest 


whatever In the Illinois Central, or any 
other railroad, yet he deems it but 
fair and right to call attention to the
